WASHINGTON, Aug. 3. Representative 
Bowers has examined the majority and 
minority reports on the Reilly Bill, and 
expresses himself as unqualifiedly opposed 
to any extension of the debt of the bond- 
aided railroads to the government.

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Crops and Markets. 


The weather during the past week has. 
been generally warm and clear, facilitating 
the drying of fruit. Work on apricots is 

now almost finished, and peaches will 
soon be ready for the dryers. The apri- 
cot crop has been heavy, and has brought 
a large amount of money into the coun- 
try. From Orange county it is reported 
that the vineyards are looking well, with 
indications of a large crop. From Ontario 
it ts reported that oranges, lemons and 
prunes are dropping badly. . The beet har- 
vest at Chino has commenced, with a 
prospect of a good,crop. The sugar per- 
centages are very satisfactory, going al- 
ready as high as 17 per cent. 
Holders of apricots have not been at. 
all anxious to dispose of their fruit, be- 
Heving that they will be able to- get bet - 
ter prices later on. So far, 7% cents is 
the best price that has been offered 
here. Up north growers gay they expect 
to get as much as 10 ce later in the 
Shippers, canners and dxyers are very 
busy throughout the State. “Whe strike be- 
ing over and the Eastern markets being 
bare of California fruit, there is a good 
demand for all that can be had at first- 
dass prices. AS many as a hundred cars 
of fresh fruit are leaving the central 
part of the State daily for the East, 
and no difficulty is found in disposing of it. 
If care is taken in distributing the fruit, it 
is believed that heavy shipments can be 
kept up profitably all through the sea-~ 


son. 

Potato shipments from Southern Califor- 
nia have about ceased, it is said, having 
amounted to about 1500 carloads. This in- 
dustry has become a very important one 
during the past couple of years, and in con- 

junction- with the shipment of winter vege- 
tables, it promises before long to become a 
rival of the fruit business. 

There has been quite an improvement in 
the market for dairy produce during the 
past week and prices have improved, es- 
‘pecially in the case of butter, first-class 
qualities of which are in good demand. 
The scarcity of feed has caused several 
2 oo creameries to go out of business 
mporarily. 


The barley market in San Francisco has 
ruled firm during the week, with an up- 


cots, whether fresh or dried or canned, is 
one that, rapidly grows, It is only a few 
years since this fruit was comparatively 
unknown to the people of. the East, but 
they have already become very fond of 
it. There is no doubt, ag we have stated,

No Fear of Overproduction. 

The extent to which California fruit has 
become almost a necessity in the East 
was shown by the rush which took place 
for the first arrivals of California fruit 
that got to New York after the railroad 
tie-up. For three weeks there had scarcely 
been a single consignment of fruit from the 
Pacific Coast that had been worth buying, 
and merchants who had been in the habit 
of handling from six to ten carloads a day 
had not seen a couple of carloads in as 
‘many weeks. When the first consignment 
of ‘California fruit arrived, it sold at very 
high prices. Boxes of eighty peaches, that 
are usually worth $1:25, were being sold 
for $5.50 and 35. That means 7 cents per 
peach at wholesale prices. Boxes of pears, 
worth $3.50 at their highest value, were 
being sold for $6 and $6.50. Of apricots 
there were scargely any to be seen. 

It is unreasonable to talk of overdoing 
the fruit-growing business in California 
as long as people in the East are willing 
to pay such prices. Of course this is an 
exceptional casé, when fruit was very 


scarce;.but it shows that there are many 
people in the East who will have California: 
fruit at any price. We have only begun to 


touch the Atlantic: Coast‘ market. Hith- 
erto most of the California fruit has gone 
to Chicago, Kansas City, Denver, Minne- 


apolis, and other Western points. As soon 


as freight rates are made so reasonable 
that we can begin to reach the Atlantic 
Coast market in earnest, there will be an 
immense increase in the demand for our 
fruit. We have got very well along now 
with the production of fruit; what is needed 
is to improve the facilities for distrib- 
uting it among the consumers. It is not 
too much to say that, if the prices of our 
fruit to the consumer were considerably re- 
duoed, so as to place it within the reach 
of people of moderate means throughout 
the country, it.would be possible, within a

. but tlie chief interest attaches, to the two 
counties named, where thé, of the 
bean crop is raised. 


A Big Apricot Crop. 

Tt looks as it before long dhe apricot 
would figure as one of the most valuable 
products of the State. It is ‘estimated 
that the dried apricot crop of the State 
this year will be worth in round figures 
no less than $2,000,000. The fruit will be 
carefully graded, for the first time this 
season. This a job which has been under- 
taken by the San Francisco Fruit Ex- 
change, and it wili undoubtedly result in 
obtaining better prices for the fruit in the 
East, as purchasers will have more con- 
fidence. It has been decided in principle 
that there shall be four grades of the 
dried apricot—prime, standard, choice and 
famcy—the last-named being the highest 
class. As yet only the standard has been 
fixed—those apricots falling below it be- 

ing considered prime. The higher grades 
ot the fruit are received later, in August 
and September, and will be classified in a 
week or two. 

It is reported that the growers in some 
sections, such as Winters and Vacaville, 
are holding out for 10 cents a pound for 
their dried apricots, and that in some sec- 
tions, owing to the railroad strike, the 
fruit is overripe and has been badly 
dried. 
In the course of a detated ‘article on 
the outlook for the present. gpricot crop, 
the San Francisco Examiner Ways: 

“A large share of the apricot ptoduct is 
now dried. The later sectitmé—such as 
the Santa Clara Valley—aré now in the 
midst of drying. ‘The quantity of this 
year’s product of dried apricots is esti- 
mated variously at from 700 to 1000 
twelve-ton carloads, or from 8000 to 12,000 
tons. The largest dried-apricot yield ever 
produced in California was the crop of 
1891, which aggregated about 6000 tons. 
Owing to comparatively short»fruit crop in 
the Eastern States and to nearly if not 
quite all of our product of dried apricots 
and other dried fruits of the crop of 1893 
having ‘been consumed, California pro- 
ducers were in hopes of getting good 
prices, especially for all the early stock. 


Some shipments were made the very last’ 


of June, but on account of the railroad 
strike none of these shipments got outside 
of California. In the meantime the pres- 
ure to sell by growers was great, owing 
to many causes, first of which was their 
failure to realize on green-fruit shipments, 
which were entirely stopped, together with 
all other shipments, by the r@ilroad: strike. 

The apricot is one of those fruits that 
deem to succeed especially well in South- 
ern California. The section along the 
coast from Santa Barbara to San Diego is 
peculiarly adapted to the growth of this 


all over Southern California. Some of 
the returns that have been received from 
apricots in this section during the past 
few years have been remarkable, and are 
mot at all behind the profits of orange- 
growing. Thus at Ventura one grower 
harvested 720,000. pounds, gr. Aixty tons, 
of dried fruit from forty ares, 
the crop for $15,000. A man at North On- 
tario sold his crop of royal apricots from 
three acres for over $1000. The crop from: 
two acres at Pomona sold for $632. Sev- 
eral trees at Azusa averaged 700 pounds of 
apricots each, for which 1 cent per pound 
Was obtained.

The Apricot in California. 
(California Fruit-grower:) Apricot-cur- 
ing has been in progress for some days 
in various parts of the State; and the 
crop wili be large in the aggregate. The 
apricot is a somewhat uncertain bearer, 
and each variety must be surrounded by 
the peculiar conditions best adapted to it 
in order to reach the best results. In 
those localities, where the, best varieties 
thrive, the apricot is one of the most prof- 


orchards exposed to the influence of the 
sea breeze are more regular bearers than 
those further removed from the sea; and it 


is also alleged that apricot trees nearly al- 


ways lean toward the wind blowing from 
the sea, and make their best growth and 
development on that side. 

We take it for granted that the majority 
of our readers, particularly those engaged 
in the business for several years, are fa- 
miliar with all the details connected with 
the harvesting and curing of apricots for 
market, but for the benefit of those new 
in the business, and such as have faile. 
to produce the best results from the meth- 
ods they have employed heretofore, we 
furnish the following practical hints upon 
this subject: | 
The fruit should be allowed to remain 
upon the trees until thoroughly ripe, but 
not until it becomes soft or mushy. When 
at the proper stage ot maturity the fruit 
is full flavored, weighs more and will make 
a better dried product than at any other 
time. Partially green fruit or over-ripe 
fruit does not make a first-class merchant- 
able dried product. In some portions of the 
State, where the acreage is very large, 
it is the custom to shake the fruit from 
the trees upon sheets or canvas specially 


bleaching boxes,

prepared for this purpose, but the general 
method is to carefully pick the fruit by 
hand. Fruit should not be allowed to de- 
teriorate by letting it stand in the picking 
boxes in the sun, but should be. placed on 
your truck or wagon and delivered at the 
cutting: shed as soon as possible after be- 
ing picked. ‘The cutters should occupy a 
shady place or a shed prepared for the 
purpose, sitting on either side of !ong 
cutting tables wide enough to contain the 
tray on which the fruit should be cut. 
Place the skin side down, and avoid over- 
loading the fruit trays. Cutting can be 
done very readily after a short experience 
by holding the cutting knife motionless in 
one hand, while with the other give a 
gentle pressure, turning the apricot around 
with a quick movement, cutting entirely 
around the fruit, when the pit will either 


fall out or be easily removed by the point | 


of the knife. Avoid cutting part way 
around and then tearing the fruit open, 
as it leaves a ragged, unsightly edge. 
Apricots intended to make choice, mer- 
chantable fruit should never be split open 
with the thumb and fingers, but cut with 
a sharp knife. 


The usual sized trays for drying are 
3x3 and 3x6. For large optrations, the 
3x6 trays are generally preferred, as they 
can be easily handled: on the cars which 
convey the fruit to the drying ground. 
As fast as the trays are filled with fruit, 
they should be placed in the sulphuring 
boxes, and submitted to the fumes of 
utes, for the purpose of preventing discol- 
oration. Some of the very finest cured 
apricots placed on our market are bleached 
by burning the sulphur in a furnace 
prepared for the purpose outside of the 


through a pipe at the base of 
The general plan is to burn the sulphur 
in the box or house which contains the 
trays of fruit. In either case, 
should be ventilation at the top of the sul- 
phur box, as it is next to impossible to 
properly sulphur when this ventilation is 
lacking. The moment the sulphur-house 
is well ‘filed’ with the fumes of the 
burning sulphur, close the ventilator, and 
the operation should then be completed 
within thirty or forty minutes, pro- 
viding the fruit is at the proper stage 
of ripeness when cut. i 

The cutting of fruit should be discon- 
tinued at, say, 4 o’clodk, as fruit should 
net be placed on the

have a stubble or alfalfa field convenient, 
your fruit trays can be placed directly on

pour from one box into the other. At this 
stage of the business the doors and win- 
dows of the fruit house should be care- 
fully closed by wire screens to prevent 
insects from depositing their eggs on the 
fruit. The practice. of dipping in scald- 
ing water fruit that haz been allowed to 
remain in the sun until it has become dry, 
to soften it sufficiently to permit the pack- 
ing in boxes, is a reprehensible one, and 
should not be followed by dryers. : 

Fruit should not be sacked or boxed im- 
mediately after drying unless it has been 
sold, but allowed to remain in bulk in the 
packing house until disposed of. Regular- 
sized white cotton sacks, or twenty-five 


or fifty-pound boxes are the packages in 
which apricots are usually 


placed on the 
market. 
The best results in curing can only be 
reached by a careful grading of the fruit 
before cutting. This insures that nearly 
every piece exposed to the sun shall be 
practically of the same size, and hence the 
drying will be more uniform than though 
all sizes were mixed up on the same trays. 
This is a very important point, and if 
carefully attended to will be found to give 
a much better and more uniform product 
which will sell at better prices than if 
this necessary detail is neglected. 


Lime and Fertilizers. 

(W. F. Massey, in Florida Agriculturist:) 
The subject of nitrification in soils well 
stored with organic matter is one of ab- 
sorbing interest to all cultivators of the 


soil. We must distinguish between nitri- 
fication in soils well filled with humus 
and the fixation of nitrates by means of 


‘the symbiotic organisms in certain nodules 


on the roots of leguminous plants. Only 
one form is engaged in this work, while 
the ordinary nitrification in a fertile soil 
is carried.on by three distinct organisms. 
The first carries the process only to the 
formation of ammonia. The second form 
changes the ammonia into nitrite, and the 
third forms nitrates, the only form ap- 
parently in which nitrogen is used by 
the roots of green plants. Now, it has 
been found “that in a soil abounding in 


tes 


to be due to the fact that these organ- 
isms can take their carbon from the 
carbonate of lime. The greatest value 
from this nitrification comes in when 
there is abundant potash at hand, and 
the nitrogen is fixed as a nitrate of potash. 
This comes in as a constant accompani- 
ment of the nitrogen fixing by the root 
organisms of legumenosae. And herein 
consists the great value of these plants, 
such as clover and cow peas, the capturing, 
as it were, without cost the nitrogen of the 
air, instead of buying it at high rates in 
fertilizers. But it must be remembered 
that clover and cow peas are greedy con- 


sumers of potash and use more lime than 


most other plants. In an experiment made 
eight or ten years ago to test the value 
of different forms of lime on clover, we 
applied to adjoining flelds water-slacked 
lime and plaster or sulphate of lime. The 
same money value of each was used, but 


far the larger quantity per acre of the 


slacked lime. The yield where the lime 
was used had had a crop of peas plowed 
under two years before, the other field 
had been an old sod on which a small 
grain crop had been sown to seed the 
clover with. Both flelds gave good results, 
but that one where the lime was applied 
was remarkable. It was a steep, rocky, 
unplanted field of only moderate fertility, 
but I had a ranker growth of clover on 
that rocky hill than on a fertile bottom 
near by. Lime is really of little use as 
plant food direct. All of the cultivatable 


soils have in them all the lime essential 


for plants; but by the liberal use of lime, 
we are not only enabled to unlock plant 
food existing in an insoluble state in the 
soil, ‘but we are enabled to get better 
results from the use of ‘the cheaper mineral 
forms of fertilizers than we could get 
with complete and high-priced fertilizers 
without the help of the lime. Thus, by 
using liberally-dissolved South Carolina 
rock phosphate and some form of potash, 
we can get a good growth of clover. Lime 
added to the surface on the young clover 
will rapidly promote the nitrogen {xing 
and the growth of the clover, too, and 
when the clover sod is broken the presence 
of the lime carbonate is an active assist- 
ant in the nitrifying process in decaying 
organic matter. We do not approve the 
plowing under of a crop of peas and clover 
ordinarily, as the crop, on a fairly-fertile 
soil, is worth more for feed than for ma- 
nure. 

But if, on a soil barren in vegetable mat- 
ter, we have gotten, by means of fertilizers, 
a good growth of clover or peas, it may pay 
to plow under the whole growth in such a 
soil. If this is done, a dressing of lime at 


-the rate of not less than thirty bushels per 


acre should at once be added, not only to 
actively promote nitrification, but to pre- 
vent an injurious acetous fermentation. 
There will be little danger from this source 
if the crop is not plowed under until ma- 
ture. Mr. Ruffin of Virginia used to limit 
the region where lime would pay to the 
section of his State where the loblolly pine 
was the “Old Field“ growth, but I found 
it profitable up to the foot of the Blue 
Ridge, where no loblolly grows. eThe use 


of lime in connection with acid phosphate 


and kainit, and the growing of clover and 
other legumes by their help is to be the 
farm practice of the future for all who 


wish to do the best for soil and crops at 


the same time. 


Thinning Fruit. 

It is universally understood that the 
proper thinning out of fruit will help to 
give a greater quantity and much better 
quality, and that it is not only good prac- 
tice for market-growers, whose profits de- 
pend on good, evenly-graded fruit, but 
that it pays from every point of view in 
private orchards. One advantage of thin- 
ning not generally taken into account is 


explained by Prof. Taft in the current 


number of the American Agriculturist. 
A tree which is allowed to ripen too great 
a number of fruit will be weakened, so 
that it will not be able to mature fruit 
buds for next year’s crop, and the tree 
will then waste half its time in recover- 
ing. The flesh of the fruit is largely 
water, it is true, but the seeds contain 
much mineral matter, and when we re- 
member that a bushel of peaches from 
trees in which the fruit has not been 


thinned contains three times the number 


of pits» Wwhiek a bushel does from the 


thinned trees, we can see what a draught 


this makes, both upon the soil and upon 
the tree, and how it helps to account for 
the irregular bearing and the premature 
exhausting df orchards.

Utilizing Dairy Wastes. 

(E. P. Smith in American ’Cultivator:) 
The utilization of the so-called wastes of 
the dairy has been one of the best achieve- 
ments of modern dairying, and it looks 
very much as if the progressive farmers 
intended to follow in the , footsteps of 
shrewd business men and learn how to 
make use of every by-product connected 
with their work. On every well-regulated 
dairy farm today there is, or should be, 
a piggery in proportion to the size of 
the dairy. The wastes of the dairy are 
many, unless they can be fed to the pigs, 
especially the washings of the dairy uten- 
sils, milk and whey. These are generally 
sufficient to keep a good number of pigs 
in growing condition the year round. A 
few careless dairymen may hand over 
these by-products to whoever wants jhem, 
and are probably. glad to get rid of them 
so easily. Others throw them into a 
swill barrel and keep them there indefi- 
nitely, feeding them sometimes to the 
pigs aftér half their nutriment has been 
wasted through active fermentation. If 
pig-raisers would only appreciate the fact 
that the best part of the swill is lost 
to the animals when allowed to sour 
and ferment, there would bé less of this 
old-fashioned slops fed. Pigs want sweet 
food, and the stigar contained in sweet 
milk does them as much good as any 
of the other constituents... 

Assuming. this, many dairymen today 
may learn a lesson in feeding their own 
pigs with the buttermilk, whey and wash- 
ings. There was some justification in 
their action of throwing everything into 
the swill for somebody else’s pigs, but now 
that they have their own pigs to took 
after, it is a poor cutthroat policy. Save 
the buttermilk and whey by all means for 
the animals, but give to them while sweet. 
This can be done by carefully washing and 
scalding all of the utensils each time be- 
fore the swill is put into them, and then 
by feeding the swill fresh each day. Just 
enough pigs should be kept to use up this 
waste, and no more. Sour bread and slops 


the barrel. They should be given to the 
swine separately. If mixed with the but- 
termilk and whey they soon sour the whole 
mass, and make the barrel filthy. 

Sweet, fresh whey has great feeding 
value, although some have claimed that it 
has killed their pigs. This has been found 
only in cases where the animals were made 
to depend upon this alone for food, while 
all other solids were denied them. An (x- 
clusive diet of any food is. bad for all ani- 
mals. Several of the experiment stations 
have tested the value of whey, and the re- 
sults showed that, fed alone, whey Was not 
a good food for the swine, but when fed 
with grain, cornmeal or shorts, almost a 
perfect food was formed. The whey does 
not make muscle at all, and hence the noed 
of grain and solid foods. It makes fat 
rapidly, and when grain is mixed with it 
the flesh is firm and solid, making the best 
kind of pork imaginable. The animals do 
well in summer and winter on such a ra- 
tion, with extra grain to maintain heat in 
cold weather. 


Dairy Notes. 

(American Cultivator:) The Massachu- 
setts Experiment Station made an exper- 
iment in feeding skim milk to calves 
and pigs. The result showed that it was 
equivalent to selling milk at 35 cents 
a hundred. 

An Australian farmer gives his cows two 
gallons of separated milk at each feed, 
and says its effects are beneficial, as it 
increases the yield, and, the cattle are in 
better health, not. being as they were 
before he began this practice, and as 
other cows in his district are, subject 
to ‘cripple all.“ He adds bran to it, 
and allows it to stand about twelve hours 
before feeding, in the winter months, 
which gets up a slight fermentation, 
which has the effect of warming the 
milk considerably. 

Some people object to Jersey milk as 
too. rich for feeding to babies, or even 
to raise calves and pigs on. Well, it is 
not much trouble to skim it, or, if given 
before the cream rises, it will not add 
to its cost very much to put a little pure 
water into it, as almost any milkman in 
the city could testify. . Bee 

The condensed-milk factory at Middle- 
town, N. V., prohibits the use as food for 
cows in the 200 dairies whose milk it 
uses, ensilage, glucose meal, wet or dry, 
oil meal, brewers’ and barley 
sprouts. 

Seven thousand three hundred and fif- 
teen tons of butter were sent from the col- 
ony of Victoria to England last year, with 
a value of $3,800,000. This trade began 
only about five years ago, with the ship- 
ment of $250,000 worth that year. It is 
strange that the demand for butter from 
the United States does not reach the 


figures that we then anticipated? 


In 1880 only four hundred carcasses of 
fresh mutton were imported into Great Brit- 
ain from Australia, and none at all irom 
the River Platte. Year by year the quan- 
tity has gone on increasing, and, summing 
up the animal totals, it is found that the 
carcasses of no fewer than 22,073,144 sheep 
and lambs have been imported and sold as 
fresh meat cince 1880 and up to che end 
of 1893. Of that enormous quantity 2,252,- 
093 came from Australia and 11,324,879 
from New Zealand. 


Marketable Horses. 


What sort of a horse to produce to get 
anything out of the effort is a question 
of deep concern to the breeder at present. 
There seems to be much harmony in the 
Eastern expressions on this subject, and, 
so far as we know, the conditions here are 
quite similar. L. C. Underhill gives the 
Country Gentleman the ‘lessons he draws 
from a recent horse sale in New York city, 
and pictures clearly the horse that brings 
the most money. The star of the colisction, 
he writes, was a bright bay, gelding, 16% 
hands, and one of the most perfectly bal- 
anced horses in every particular ever seen 
in harness. His action was simply superb, 
and in addition he could trot very fast. 
one enthusiastic admirer declaring that he 
could trot in 2:20. This speed came un- 
doubtedly from trotting blood, but the size 
and high action suggested other grosses. 
With every circle of the ring the enthus- 
iasm of the spectators increased and $2000 
was quickly offered. The bidding quickly 
jumped to twice this sum and then slowly 
mounted to $4500, at which price the geld- 
ing went to O. H. P. Belniont. This is the 
highest price ever obtained for a horge 
without breeding or speed. There “eems 
a lesson here that readers can study with 
profit. Who can produce this type of horse 
to better advantage than the small

Stock possessing the requisite weight, sub- 
stance, quality, style and trappy action 
demanded front of the solidly-con- 
structed vehicles now in such common 
use in and around all our great cities can- 
not be made from weeds thrown out of 
our racehorse-breeding establishments for 
lack of speed. Enterprising men hava 
shown. that by direct appeal to well-estab- 
lished coach and hackney types the mate- 
rial from which these finished“ harness 
horses may be made is within easy grasp. 
The Gazette cautions its readers, however, 
against departing too far from the parent 
blood in endeavoring to produce this type 
of horse. Large and well-formed, trotting- 
‘bred mares can doubtless be profitably 
utilized in this work, but ordinarily it 
will be wise to keep well within the coach 
and hackney lines in order to secure uni- 
formity. Common “plugs” and small,

Wheat, barley and maize are at this mo- 
ment for value in feeding the cheapest 
food there is, cheaper than hay, cheaper 
even than straw in most places. The prac- 
tical result is that while in all previous 
methods the grains and roots which form 
the staple food for man brought as such a 
special price, ranging from 50 to 100 per 
cent. more than their value as food for 
animals, everything is now brought down 
to this one ugiform level. There are, in- 


deed some temporary exceptions to 
the. rule. The disasters of last 
season have given an abnormal 


rise to the price of hay and straw. 


t this is evidently accidental, and of 


30 little benefit to those who are suffering 
from, a scarcity of these crops, that it 
does not affect the general proposition.

We had better by 
far have a thorough knowledge of what 
causes each disease than to possess a cure; 
then by removing the cause we prevent 
the disease, or what is still better have 
our surroundings, condition of food, water, 
buildings, etc., such that the cause will 
not appear. | 
We have very little faith in doctoring 
fowls; but our cure-all is prevention. 
When once upon us cholera, roup and 
gapes the most common and dread dis- 
ease of poultry, is extremely difficult to 
get rid of, and we at once find ourselves 
considering whether to kill or try to cure. 
Head off cholera by a general cleaning 
up often. Look out for all decaying 
vegetable matter about your premises, 
also decaying meat of any kind. Feed 
fresh meat sparingly. Provide pure waiter 
at all times. Prevent roup by proper 
housing and. correct ventilation and also 
by the same continual fighting against 
fith of any ‘kind. Gapes, while quite 
different in nature from the other named 
diseases, is strictly a troublesome com- 
plaint. Many other remedies and cures 
too numerous: to mention; none of which 
are successful only in a small way; and 
in gapes, like all other diseases, we prefer 
prevention rather than the cure. But you 
say I would like to see you prevent gapes 
when they. once get started. That is just 
it, don’t let it get started if possible. 
First, keep but few chicks together and 
keep them in a healthy growing condition. 
Yes, push growth by every possible means, 
and, if attacked with gapes, they are in 
a condition to ward it off. If a continual 
fight is kept up against disease just as 
though you. was expecting it to break out 
in your flock every day, it will seldom 
appear. |
